A VOLCANO'S 
TEMPERATURE 

In order to forecast the erup- 
tion of s volcano, It is necessaiy 
to constantly monitor Us tempe- 
rature along Ihe top and slopes 
ol the mountain on which It Is 
situated. 

The Tyatya volcano L« up « 
1, 850-metre high mountain on 
the Island of Kunasbir, In Lhe 
Far Bast. In good weather one 
gels a dear view of Tyatya from 
tha city of Yuzhnokurllsk. Many 
■till remember Its eruption In 
1973 whan a cloud of gas and 
ashes rose to a height ol more 
than ten kilometres. At the lime 
specialists estimated the erup- 
tion at tens of tqllUons of horse- 
power. . 

When will Tyatya erupt next? 
Tha volcano's ' temperature, 
which tells ub about the proces- 
ses taking place In the depth or 
lhe volcanic edne. Is a good In. 
dicatlon to go by, _ .. 

Volcanology 'have suggested 
an original method o! ."taking 
the .volcano's temperature’. The 
"Orbita-2" station, near Yozhno* 


kiirllak, serve* as the thermo- 
meter (or this opciiitloii. Sonsi- 
tlvo fnslniineiit* ot tbc station 
recelvo signals Irom tlm mnss ol 
tlio volcano. A comparison ol 
tlio Llioniial flux from tha vol- 
cano with tlm signal from tlio 
neighbouring mountains gives a 
precise Indication of Tyatya's 
tempera in ro. Scientists believe 
that the next eruption will not 
take pine-' [or at least mini Ire i 
hundred years.
